In  previous  modules,  you  have  been  keeping  a vocabulary  log  of  terms  that  are  unfamiliar  to 
you.  Keeping  a vocabulary  log  will  increase  your  collection  of  words.  Increasing  your 
vocabulary  will  help  you  to  understand  ideas  more  clearly  in  discussions  and  reading. 


In  this  final  module  assignment,  you  will  once  again  submit  a vocabulary  log  but  in  a 
different  format.  This  time,  you  will  create  an  illustrated  dictionary  of  unfamiliar  words  from 
the  novel  you  read  earlier— either  Deathwatch  or  Dare.  When  a picture  is  added  to  the 
definition,  the  meaning  of  the  word  is  easier  to  remember. 


You  must  include  the  following  in  your  illustrated  dictionary: 


• the  term  to  be  defined 

• its  meaning 

• an  illustration  of  the  word  being  defined 

Your  illustration  may  be  a drawing  or  a picture  cut  from  an  old  magazine.

A term  such  as  barbed  wire  is  easy  to  draw  because  it  is  concrete;  that  is,  it  can  be  seen  or 
touched.  Some  terms,  such  as  peace,  cannot  be  experienced  with  the  five  senses;  they  are 
abstract  and  cannot  be  easily  illustrated.  In  this  case,  you  may  use  a symbol,  as  in  the  example. 

If  you  cannot  illustrate  the  term,  use  it  in  a sentence  to  show  its  meaning.  The  following  is  an 
example.
